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A 1901  Note  and  A 1922  Stamp 
One  Buffalo  Does  Double  Duty 


Recently  our  sister  publication  of  the  Society  of  Paper  Money  Collectors  carried 
an  article  delineating  the  topical  background  of  the  U.  S.  1901  $10  Legal  Tender  Note 
(“The  Buffalo  or  Lewis  and  Clark  Legal  Tender”  by  Cliff  Murk,  Paper  Money  No.  19, 
page  69.)  This  spurred  further  investigation  of  the  buffalo  vignette  by  members  of  both 
SPMC  and  EPS.  Their  search  turned  up  the  following  interesting  story  linking  philately 
and  numismatics: 


Not  many  collectors  have  noted  the  resemblance  between  the  bison  that  appears  on 
the  30c  stamp  of  the  Fourth  Bureau  Series  (Scott  type  A172)  and  the  massive  beast  on 
the  large  $10  Legal  Tender  Note  of  1901,  the  so-called  “Lewis  and  Clark”  note. 
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Indeed,  at  one  time  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  stated  that  the  stamp 
design  was  based  on  a photograph  of  a group  of  bison  at  the  U.  S.  National  Museum, 
Washington,  D.  C.  Under  the  prodding  of  Mr.  F.  Ellis,  Mrs.  Catherine  Manning,  the 
then-curator  of  the  philatelic  section  of  the  Museum,  discovered  a photograph  of  a drawing 
of  a bison  that  bore  the  name  “Chas.  R.  Knight,  1901.”  Upon  comparison,  she  determined 
that  the  drawing  wras  the  original  for  both  the  stamp  and  the  note  and  that  Mr.  Knight 
made  the  original  sketch  from  a specimen  in  the  National  Zoological  Park,  Washing- 
ton, D.  C. 

The  confusion  about  the  source  of  design  apparently  arose  from  the  Bureau’s  records 
of  the  difficulties  encountered  by  its  engraver,  Marcus  W.  Baldwin,  in  sketching  a bison. 
When  the  1901  note  was  authorized  by  the  Treasury  Department  to  commemorate  the 
centennial  of  Lewis  and  Clark’s  exploration  of  the  West,  it  was  not  considered  difficult 
to  find  and  engrave  suitable  portraits  of  the  explorers.  Indeed,  George  F.  C.  Smillie  did 
the  work  with  great  precision.  Ostrander  Smith  prepared  a pleasing  design  incorporating 
the  engravings  and  a bison,  while  Baldwin  struggled  to  make  an  engraver’s  model  of 
the  animal. 

Executing  a drawing  from  life  of  any  type  of  animal  is  a difficult  task  and  can  only 
be  carried  out  successfully  by  an  artist  long  experienced  in  such  work.  Baldwin  soon 
discovered  that  it  was  extremely  difficult  to  catch  the  likeness  of  a live  beast  holding  to 
the  one  position.  Fortunately,  he  was  rescued  by  a young  passer-by,  who  introduced 
himself  as  Charles  R.  Knight,  an  animal  painter  who  later  became  world-renowned  in 
his  field.  According  to  Mr.  Knight,  the  encounter  happened  this  way: 
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“I  had  been  working  on  a number  of  fossil  drawings  during  my  stay  in  Washington 
in  the  year  1901,  and  for  this  purpose  availed  myself  of  the  fine  collection  then  housed  in 
the  Old  National  Museum.  Dr.  Fred  Lucas,  then  Curator  of  Anatomy  and  Osteology, 
kindly  assisted  me  in  securing  data  for  my  pictures,  and  to  reach  his  office,  which  was  at 
the  back  of  the  building,  I had  to  pass  the  big  buffalo  group,  mounted,  I think,  by  William 
T.  Hornaday,  later  for  many  years  the  director  of  the  Bronx  Zoological  Park  in  New 
York  City. 

“For  several  days  prior  to  my  little  adventure  I had  seen  workmen  busy  removing 
a large  plate  glass  panel  from  one  side  of  the  group,  and  later  some  gentlemen  seemed 
to  be  at  work  copying  the  great  brown  creatures  now  clearly  visible  without  intervening 
glass.  At  last  my  curiosity  got  the  best  of  me,  and,  climbing  over  the  wooden  barrier 
which  had  been  erected  to  keep  out  visitors,  I approached  the  industrious  individual  hard 
at  work  on  a sketch  which  he  seemed  to  have  difficulty  in  finishing. 

“ ‘Pardon  me,’  I said,  ‘but  would  you  mind  telling  me  just  what  you  are  doing?’ 

“ ‘Certainly,  I will,’  he  replied,  ‘and  Fm  dreadfully  stuck  on  this  job  about  which  I 
know  nothing  and  I only  wish  someone  would  help  me  out.’ 

“For  once  in  my  life  I had  my  wits  about  me,  so  I quickly  suggested  that  he  let  me 
do  it.  To  my  surprise  he  rose  from  his  seat,  grasped  me  by  the  arm  and  almost  shouted, 
‘Will  you?  Then  come  with  me  to  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  and  I’ll  intro- 
duce you  to  my  boss.  My  name’s  Baldwin,  and  I am  an  engraver  at  the  Bureau,  and  what 
I don’t  know  about  buffaloes  would  fill  a book.’  ” 

“Enough  said.  I went  with  him,  met  Mr.  Hill,  then  chief  of  the  department,  I 
believe,  got  the  order  and  forthwith  departed  for  the  zoo  in  Rock  Creek  Park,  there 
to  wrestle  with  the  drawing  from  life  of  a superb  old  bull  buffalo,  whose  picture  later 
appeared  on  the  $10  bill.’’ 

From  Mr.  Knight’s  account  it  seems  apparent  that  Marcus  Baldwin  first  tried  his 
hand  at  sketching  a mounted  bison  and  failing  even  in  that  gladly  relinquished  the  task 
to  a man  who  could  do  justice  to  an  all-American  beast.  Unfortunately  the  reproduction 
on  the  stamp  is  much  too  small.  One  needs  the  $10  note  to  truly  appreciate  Knight’s 
artistry.

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Jean  Van  Noten,  Belgian  Designer 

The  July  1,  1966,  issue  of  The  Marian  Philatelist , published  by  the  Marian  Philatelic 
Study  Group  of  424  Crystal  View  Ave.  West,  Orange,  Cal.  92667,  contained  two  inter- 
esting articles  on  the  Belgian  stamp  designer,  Jean  Van  Noten.  In  an  interview  with  the 
Rev.  Huh.  Hechtermans,  the  artist  declared  that  the  chief  difficulty  in  stamp  designing  is 
that  although  the  drawing  may  be  beautiful  on  a large  canvas,  it  must  be  reduced  to  a 
miniature  and  printed  in  only  a few  colors  at  most. 

Mr.  Van  Noten,  known  for  his  paintings,  ceramics,  stained  glass  windows  and  tapes- 
tries, began  stamp  designing  in  1942.  To  date  he  has  done  over  250  designs  for  Belgium, 
the  ex-Belgian  Congo,  the  Republic  of  Congo  and  Rwanda.  Whenever  possible  he  includes 
the  initials  VN  or  JVN  at  the  bottom  of  the  design.

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French  Proofs  and  Essays  In 
The  Matthews  Collection  Sale 

By  Robert  G.  Stone 

The  famous  Thos.  A.  Matthews  air  mail  collection  sold  by  F.  W.  Kessler  at  auction 
in  1961  contained  a very  large  quantity  of  proofs  and  essays,  many  of  which  were  not 
and  still  are  not  listed  in  Sanabria’s  catalog.  Because  of  our  interest  in  the  France  and 

Colonies  material,  we  have  checked  the  sale  catalog  of  that  section  (Pt.  IV)  to  see 

what  unusual  items  there  might  be.  Of  the  many  items  not  listed  in  Sanabria  the  most 
are  merely  routine  “De  Luxe  proofs”  and  color  trials,  of  the  sort  which  were  more 
or  less  regularly  made  of  all  the  issues  after  the  War  and  whose  absence  from  Sanabria 
is  of  no  special  significance.  (The  Sanabria  catalog  editor  probably  didn’t  happen  to  see 
them,  although  many  are  “common,”  as  these  things  go.)  But  among  the  essays  there  are 

some  of  more  unusual  character  which  ought  to  be  noted  for  the  record: 

ALGERIA 

1. )  A preliminary  large  wood  engraving  of  San.  No.  12  (Scott  C9)  signed  by  Gandon, 

which  Barbara  Mueller  described  in  Journal  No.  74. 

2. )  U nfinished  and  finished  essays  of  San.  No.  4,  with  unissued  value  numeral,  in 

four  colors. 

FRANCE 

1. )  Two  die  essays  or  plate  essays  for  a proposed  “lie  de  France”  issue,  5 Frs., 

one  perforated,  one  imperf. 

2. )  Die  essays  for  a proposed  100  Fr.  stamp,  design  like  Scott  C15. 

3. )  “Original”  drawings  for  Scott  C16-17  in  color  on  large  cards,  signed. 

4. )  Artist’s  drawing  for  UPU  design,  500  Fr.  (C22),  signed  by  Gandon  “unique.” 

5. )  “Working  model”  of  CBi,  St.  Exupery  stamp,  described  by  Barbara  Mueller 

in  Journal  No.  74. 

6. )  An  artist’s  drawing  for  1949  Bordeaux  300  Fr.  essay  (in  design  issue  for 

200  Fr.),  signed. 

7. )  A series  of  essays  and  plate  proofs  for  the  1000  Fr.  “Pair”  (C27)  design  of 

Decaris,  and  also  signed  artist’s  drawing  (illustrated  in  Sale  Catalog). 

8. )  Die  essays  for  the  100  Fr.  United  Nations  design  of  1951. 

9. )  Die  essays  for  the  1954  issue  of  three  designs  with  various  airplane  types  not 

issued  (said  to  be  extremely  rare). 

10.)  Artist’s  wash  drawing  in  water  color  of  1000  Fr.  “Helicopter”  stamp  design 
(C36),  signed  by  Gandon  (see  Journal  No.  74). 

FRENCH  EQUATORIAL  AFRICA 

1. )  Gravure  essays  for  the  1937  heliogravure  issue,  imprints  of  each  design  collected 

on  one  gummed  sheet  (airmails,  postage,  and  postage  due).  (This  type 
of  composite  proof  was  regularly  made  by  the  Helio  Vaugirard  firm  for 
the  various  stamps  they  printed  during  the  1930’s,  in  many  colors.) 

2. )  Large  drawing  essay  for  design  of  1942  Free  French  issue,  by  Edmond  Dulac 

(C17)  ; also  drawing  at  size  of  stamp.

Oversized  die  essays  for  1947  issue  5°  Fr.,  and  ten  other  designs  in  die  essays  collected 
on  sheets,  some  of  issued  and  some  of  unissued  designs,  and  die  proofs  for 
100  Fr.  with  hand-lettered  inscription  (C52). 

NEW  CALEDONIA 

Large  pencil  drawing  of  essay  for  a proposed  issue  of  1938. 

REUNION 

An  official  presentation  booklet  containing  118  various  proofs  of  the  1949  CFA  sur- 
charged issues  and  23  stamps  without  surcharge. 

SYRIA 

Large  essay  painting  for  triangular  25  pi.  view  of  Damascus  for  a proposed  series 
of  recess  airmails,  1936,  by  Institut  de  Gravure  (illustrated  in  sale  catalog). 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  “unique”  drawings  for  issued  stamps  are  either  not  the 
final  accepted  drawings  or  else  copies  of  the  latter.  The  artists  often  made  copies  for 
sale  or  gift,  but  these  usually  are  not  perfectly  identical  to  the  true  originals  accepted  and 
retained  by  the  PTT.  The  term  “unique”  is  thus  true  but  trivial. 

The  number  of  designs  of  France  and  Colonies  for  which  essays  exist  is  surprisingly 
large.  The  writer  has  found  many  for  the  postage  and  dues  issues  as  well.  This  seems 
to  result  from  the  French  system  of  commissioning  outsiders  or  of  holding  competitions 
for  outsiders  to  make  the  designs  and  engravings.  The  outsider  retains  materials  used 
in  the  preparation  and  passes  some  of  them  on  as  gifts  or  in  sale.  Also  the  outsider  is 
often  motivated  to  please  others  by  going  to  the  trouble  to  make  copies  of  his  originals. 
A government  artist  would  probably  not  be  permitted  to  do  this.

The  3d.  stamp  was  designed  by  Miss  Sheila  Robinson.  Born  in  Nottingham  in  1925, 
she  went  to  Nottingham  Art  School  and  after  the  war  to  the  Royal  College  of  Art.  Since 
then  she  has  done  free-lance  work,  mostly  illustrations  and  prints,  which  have  been 
exhibited  at  the  Royal  Academy  and  other  London  galleries.  Miss  Robinson  also  designs 
murals  and  posters.  This  was  her  first  attempt  at  stamp  design.  The  stamp  was  printed 
by  Harrison  and  Sons.  The  2s.6d.  stamp  was  designed  by  Bradbury  Wilkinson  & Co. 
Ltd.  and  was  printed  by  them.  In  each  case  the  stamps  show  the  Dorothy  Wilding  portrait 
of  the  Queen.

Final  Work  for  tlie  American 

The  years  between  my  parents’  marriage  in  April,  1884,  and  termination  of  my 
father’s  association  with  American  in  December,  1887,  must  have  flown  swiftly.  My 
father’s  social  life  now  expanded  to  include  my  mother’s  friends  and  interests,  and  his 
diaries  reveal  many  paid  engagements  as  baritone  soloist  of  a quartet.  His  success  in 
direction  of  “The  Consolidation’s”  design  work  in  all  its  diverse  fields  only  partially 
eased  the  financial  burden  of  a growing  family,  for  the  compensation  did  not  keep  pace 
with  the  output  of  work.

My  parents’  first  son,  my  brother  Lawton,  was  born  on  June  17,  1886;  their  first- 
born, a daughter  Belle  Frances,  born  April  1,  1885,  died  in  infancy.  But  weekend  and 
holiday  jaunts  to  eastern  Long  Island,  the  Jersey  shore  and  the  Catskills  became  more 
frequent  releases  from  the  confinement  of  my  father’s  own  designs  and  administration  of 
his  department.  It  was  in  this  period,  too,  that  his  father  died,  in  October,  1 886,  at  the

age  of  sixty-five,  and  Grandmother  Morris’  comforts  and  needs  now  enlisted  his  closer 
attention. 

Two  of  my  father’s  designs  of  particular  interest  to  U.  S.  collectors  were  issued  in 
this  period.  The  Act  of  March  3,  1885,  provided  special  delivery  service  upon  prepayment 
of  a IOC  fee  in  addition  to  regular  postage  at  normal  letter  rates.  The  simplest  device 
to  show  prepayment  was  an  adhesive  sufficiently  distinctive  in  size  and  shape  to  make  it 
readily  recognized  in  transit  by  the  postal  clerks.  As  holder  of  the  postage  stamp  con- 
tract, A.B.N.  Co.  was  assigned  the  task  of  producing  it,  and  my  father  prepared  the 
design. 

The  horizontal  format  in  blue,  perf.  12  (Scott  El),  issued  October  1,  1885,  is  familiar 
to  all  collectors.  But  one  incident  connected  with  execution  of  the  design  is  perhaps  less 
well  known.  Charles  Skinner  was  chosen  to  engrave  the  vignette.  He  selected  as  model 
for  the  running  messenger  boy  his  very  young  nephew,  Walter  Pawling,  who  had  just 
joined  American  as  an  apprentice  engraver.  Idle  lad  stood  in  such  awe  of  his  famous 
uncle  that  he  dared  not  ask  for  rest  time  while  holding  the  difficult  one-legged  pose  and

collapsed  to  the  floor  from  sheer  exhaustion.  Years  later  Pawling  became  one  of  the 
Bureau’s  better  pictorial  engravers. 

The  second  U.  S.  design  of  this  period  was  the  full-face,  2c  Grant,  green  on  white 
letter  sheet,  issued  August  18,  1886,  and  measuring  160  x 271  mm.  (Scott  U293).  Grant 
had  died  July  23,  1885,  during  Cleveland’s  first  administration.  Although  the  country’s 
embossed  envelopes  were  being  produced  by  another  contractor,  this  design  was  engraved 
for  surface  printing  by  Alfred  Jones,  and  A.B.N.  Co.  produced  it.  One  of  my  father’s 
original  drawings  and  an  essay  of  this  issue  exist,  together  wfith  a proof  endorsed  both 
by  Jones  and  the  designer.  I believe  this  was  the  first  letter  sheet  in  U.  S.  postal 
stationery. 

Some  idea  of  the  amount  of  work  my  father  himself  undertook  can  be  gleaned  from 
the  following  record  of  designs  he  produced  in  1887,  his  last  year  at  American.  It  is  com- 
piled from  his  diary.  The  staggering  fact  about  it  is  that  it  listed  only  those  designs  on 
which  he  worked  overtime  or,  as  he  usually  wrote  it,  “overwork.”  He  kept  the  record

as  a running  account  of  accumulated  overtime  hours  against  which  were  offset  time  taken 
off,  both  meticulously  credited  to  and  charged  against  himself.  The  record  will  also  give 
a good  idea  of  the  great  variety  of  designs  in  bank  note  company  work.  We  have  inter- 
spersed a few  verbatim  entries  of  interest  about  company  personnel  and  his  private  life:

Since  this  record  did  not  include  designs  completed  during  regular  business  hours,  it 
is  not  surprising  that  my  father’s  fourth  United  States  postage  stamp  model  got  no  men- 
tion. His  book  of  proofs  supplied  that  testimony,  together  with  the  names  of  the  men 
who  engraved  it.

This  design  was  the  ic  ultramarine  Franklin  (Scott  212),  issued  June  n,  1887.  In 
September  the  2c  green  and  3c  vermilion  of  this  series  were  issued,  with  identical  Wash-i 
ington  vignettes.  The  ic  Franklin  retained  the  essential  features  of  the  1883  issue, 
particularly  the  straight-line  block  letters  for  the  spelled-out  denomination.  All  the  prior 
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1887  El  Salvador  5 centavos, 
designed  by  Tom  Morris. 


bank  note  issues  since  1870,  except  his  1883  designs,  had  executed  this  element  in  a variety 
of  curved  lines.  But  in  contrast  to  the  1883  models,  the  1887  Franklin  used  a balanced, 
light-colored,  stylized  device  to  demarcate  the  letters  and  numeral  of  the  value  at  the 
base  from  a vignette  also  set  in  the  darker  background  color.  The  arced  “United  States 
Postage  ’ banner  above  the  vignette  also  is  peaked  at  the  center  to  the  top  border  of  the 
design.  It  seems  probable  that  this  layout  was  a compromise  between  my  father’s  prefer- 
ence for  simplicity  and  the  Post  Office  Department’s  desire  to  replace  a stamp  in  use  for 
17  years. 


Admiration  for  Alfred  Jones’  Engravings 

Alfred  Jones  engraved  this  vignette,  in  my  view  the  most  expressive,  unsculptured- 
looking  and  pleasing  profile  of  Franklin  on  any  United  States  stamp.  So  masterful  was 
Jones’  genius  that  he  could  “breathe  into’’  an  engraved  profile  as  much  character  as 
talented  portrait  engravers  delineated  in  a three-quarter  face  work.  This  vignette  height 
measured  only  27  mm.  against  29  mm.  for  the  prior  Washington  and  Jackson  busts,  on 
stamps  of  identical  overall  dimensions.  George  H.  Seymour  of  the  old  Continental  com- 
pany did  the  frame  and  lettering  for  this  Franklin;  he  went  on  to  engrave  both  segments 
for  six  of  the  Columbian  commemoratives. 

Not  all  collectors  of  vignette  essays  and  proofs,  especially  from  bank  note  and  stamp 
dies,  may  know  that  within  the  fraternity  of  late  19th  century  engravers  Alfred  Jones 
was  their  pole-star  for  40  years.  His  work  was  their  model,  his  modest  and  generous 
nature  their  inspiration.  Apprentices  found  him  always  ready  to  give  guidance,  and  masters 
sought  his  appraisal  of  their  work  and  suggestions  for  its  improvement.  I recall  an  entry 
in  Marcus  W.  Baldwin’s  diary  for  1897,  when  he  was  at  the  B.  E.  & P.  on  a special 
contract  basis: 

Wed.  July  14,  1897:  (Robert)  Savage  and  (William  J.)  Brown  sent  me  some  specimens  of  their 
work,  which  I am  to  return.  They  are  very  creditable,  and  show  decided  talent. 

Considering  that  this  was  four  years  after  five  of  Savage’s  vignettes  had  appeared  in  the 
Columbian  issue,  it  is  a tribute  to  his  striving  for  perfection  and  to  Baldwin’s  reputation 
as  a portrait  and  pictorial  engraver  of  widely  recognized  artistry. 

Six  weeks  later  on  vacation  at  Ocean  Grove,  N.  J.,  Baldwin  went  into  New  York, 
returned  the  proofs,  and  “took  dinner”  with  Savage  and  Brown  to  discuss  the  proofs  and 
“talk  shop.”  The  afternoon  of  that  same  day,  August  26,  1897,  he  took  the  long  trip  up 
to  Yonkers  to  visit  Alfred  Jones,  as  though  going  to  a shrine: 
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Went  in  the  afternoon  to  call  on  Mr.  Jones  at  his  home  in  Yonkers.  Mr.  Jones  showed  me  the 
copper  plate  of  Washington’s  head  he  is  engraving,  and  gave  me  4 proofs  of  recent  Bank  Notes  vignettes 
he  had  engraved. 

Being  familiar  with  Baldwin’s  crisp  and  prosaic  diary  entries,  I can  perhaps  better 
than  our  readers  feel  the  elation  that  glows  through  Baldwin’s  entry  for  that  day.  We 
mention  the  contemporary  acceptance  of  this  ascending  order  of  eminence  among  portrait 
engravers  to  account  for  a short  memorandum  found  in  my  father’s  diary,  dated  December, 
1894.  No  doubt  all  bank  note  artists,  modellers  and  vignette  engravers  had  long  been 
studying  and  pondering  Alfred  Jones’  work  and  technique,  searching  for  the  secret  of  its 
consummate  artistry.  As  a designer  my  father  had  come  to  the  following  conclusion 
about  it: 

Mr.  J ones  never  does  the  same  style  of  work  the  same  way  twice,  varying  it  according  to  the  play 
of  his  art  at  the  time.  But  with  Skinner  and  Burk,  it  is  different;  possibly  according  (conforming)  to 
method  to  obtain  rapidity  and  accomplish  more  work.

Although  Alfred  Jones  was  not  thought  to  be  a fast  engraver,  he  did  some  beautiful 
work  on  extremely  short  notices.  On  the  Franklin  of  the  1887  issue  he  had  adequate  time 
to  endow  a profile  with  those  attributes  which  his  study  of  the  life  of  the  American 
Revolution’s  elder  statesman  taught  the  artist  the  patriot  possessed.  And  it  may  have 
been  a labor  of  love,  for  engravers  of  the  time  of  Jones  believed  that  his  favorite  among 
the  founding  fathers  was  Benjamin  Franklin,  the  country’s  most  illustrious  1 8th  century 
printer,

The  newr  book  was  advertised  in  the  New  York  Times  as  “major  crime  reporting  at 
its  best  . . . the  true  story  of  how  one  man’s  wild,  impossible,  but  totally  workable  scheme 
gave  Portugal  its  worst  shock  since  the  great  earthquake  of  1755,  brought  on  the  most 
enduring  dictatorship  of  our  time,  wracked  the  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  ruined  one  of 
the  world’s  greatest  printing  firms,  and  culminated  in  one  of  the  longest  and  costliest 
cases  in  British  legal  history.”

LEONARD  VINCENT  PHILLIPS,  1876-1954 

This  engraver,  whose  name  was  unknown  to  philatelists,  was  employed  by  De  La 
Rue  & Co.  for  nearly  fifty-eight  years.  The  first  stamps  he  engraved  were  the  Tasmanian 
pictorials  which  appeared  in  1899,  and  the  last  were  the  Sudanese  which  were  issued  in 
1951. 

Born  on  August,  2,  1876,  at  Peckham  [England],  Leonard  Vincent  Phillips  was  the 
son  of  Alfred  and  Eleanor  Phillips,  one  of  a family  of  eight.  He  was  apprenticed  to 
M essrs.  Thomas  De  La  Rue  & Co.  in  1894,  where  he  worked  under  a Mr.  Turner  for 
five  years,  at  the  same  time  attending  the  Blackheath  Art  School  in  the  evenings.  He 
was  a surface  engraver,  although  some  of  his  work  was  recess,  to  the  firm  of  De  La 
Rue  until  1952,  and  died  on  April  6,  1954,  at  Sanderstead.  The  following  details  of 
His  work  are  taken  from  his  personal  books  which  include  the  actual  stamps,  and,  in  a 
few  instances,  illustrations  of  all  his  engravings.  His  earliest  stamp  work  was  the 
engraving  of  the  vignettes  for  the  Tasmanian  pictorial  set  of  1899.  Other  pictorials  which 
were  engraved  by  him  include  St.  Lucia  (1902)  “The  Pitons,”  Kedah,  Zanzibar,  South 
Africa,  New  Zealand,  Egypt,  Jamaica,  Cook  Islands,  British  Guiana,  Malaya,  Newfound- 
land, Brunei  and  Sudan  (1951),  covering  a period  of  51  years. 

Many  of  the  early  twentieth  century  pictorial  type  colonials  were  his  work;  he  seems 
to  have  had  a penchant  for  ships — Barbados  (1906)  “The  Olive  Blossom,’’  Bermuda, 
Turks  Islands,  Grenada,  Zanzibar  and  others. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  he  engraved  two  St.  Kitts  stamps  depicting  Columbus 
looking  through  a telescope,  a well-known  anachronism.  A large  number  of  conventional 
King  Edward  VII,  George  V and  George  VI  heads  were  his  work  in  a variety  of  design 
and  size.  His  engravings  feature  the  stamps  of  12  foreign  countries,  among  them  the 
Panama  issue  of  1934,  commemorating  the  25th  anniversary  of  the  establishment  of  the 
First  National  Institute,  for  which  he  engraved  the  ic,  5c,  10c  and  12c.  The  leading 
catalogues  list  these  stamps  as  having  been  printed  by  Messrs.  Bacon  & Co.,  which  appears 
to  be  an  error. 

The  books  include  a few  proofs  of  the  Edwardian  and  George  V heads  which  were 
not  actually  used  on  stamps  but  may  have  been  used  on  bank  notes.  The  larger  part  of 
his  work  consists  of  designs  which  were  not  connected  with  stamps  in  any  way;  some  were 
no  doubt  used  for  bank  notes,  some  for  playing  cards  and  other  purposes.  The  books 
contain  some  beautiful  and  attractive  engravings,  and  it  would  be  interesting  to  know 
to  what  purpose  they  were  put. 

For  the  record  a complete  list  of  the  stamps  in  these  books  follows.  For  convenience 
Messrs.  Gibbons’  type  numbers  are  used  with  Scott’s  design  number  in  parentheses.

It  is  a remarkable  achievement  for  one 
engraving,  and  considering  the  precision  required,  it  is  even  more  remarkable  that  his  last 
series  (Sudan)  should  have  been  made  at  the  age  of  seventy-five. 


Since  writing  the  foregoing,  Mr.  G.  L.  Newman  of  Messrs.  De  La  Rue  & Co. 
has  kindly  given  particulars  of  a few  stamps  which  had  not  been  included  in  the  list. 
7 hese  have  now  been  added,  and  one  or  two  corrections  made.  In  many  instances 
Phillips  did  not  engrave  the  entire  stamp,  being  responsible  for  the  head  or  vignette  only, 
or  perhaps  the  border  only.

More  Light  on  Alfons  Mucha.  and  Art  Nouveau 

The  philatelic  and  numismatic  aspects  of  the  work  of  Czech  artist  Alfons  Mucha  were 
discussed  in  Journal  No.  83,  page  119,  by  John  Velek.  The  current  popularity  of 
his  pesters  can  be  seen  in  such  places  as  Stern’s  department  store  in  New  York  City,  where 
they  are  used  in  the  decor  of  women’s  fashion  shops.  The  following  notes  emphasize 
the  importance  of  Mucha’s  work  in  the  larger  art  milieu: 

The  revival  of  interest  in  art  nouveau,  wThich  has  now  lasted  for  several  years,  is 
partly  fad,  but  more  importantly  it  is  an  effort  to  re-evaluate  a period  in  European  art 
which  lasted  roughly  a quarter  of  a century  and  ended  with  the  first  World  War.  For 
the  generations  that  followed  it  seemed  unbearably  sentimental,  over-decorative  and  non- 
functional. 

It  was  an  easy  style  to  cheapen,  but  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  dust-collectors 
now  being  brought  down  from  the  attic  and  sold  and  re-sold  in  antique  shops  were  created 
in  the  shadow  of  such  true  artists  as  Henri  Toulouse-Lautrec,  Alfons  Mucha  and  Aubrey 
Beardsley.  The  romanticism,  flowing  draperies,  vines  and  flowers  were  a genuine 
revolt  against  stuffy  academicism  and  a desire  to  return  to  natural  simplicity  and  beauty 
from  the  ugliness  of  the  early  machine  age. 

Art  nouveau  reached  its  purest  form  in  its  posters,  and  at  the  same  time  helped  to 
create  modern  poster  art  as  a conscious  blend  of  artistic  forms  and  calligraphy.  This 
is  strikingly  clear  in  the  work  of  Alfons  Mucha. 

The  Engraved  Postage  Stamps  of  Austria 

Der  O esterreichische  Brief markenstich  is  the  title  of  another  of  the  splendid  books  on 
postage  stamp  art  published  by  the  Oesterreicher  Bundesverlag  fur  Untrricht,  Wissenschaft 
und  Kunst,  Schwarzenbergstrasse  5,  Vienna  1,  Austria.  Its  selling  price  is  $8  postpaid 
and  well  worth  it.  Written  by  Dr.  Nora  Keil,  this  attractive,  hard  cover  book  has  104 
pages  and  194  illustrations. 

The  text,  beginning  with  a review  of  the  preparation  and  execution  of  an  engraved 
piece  of  graphic  art,  carries  through  to  the  1965  Stamp  Day  issue.  It  is  enlivened  with

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Now  It  Cam  Be  Told 

Designs  Rejected  for  the  Penny 
Black  Centenary  Issue 

By  Edgar  Lewy

Just  125  years  after  the  first  stamp  was  released,  and  a quarter  of  a century  since 
Great  Britain  produced  six  stamps  for  its  centennial,  the  unaccepted  designs  for  this  1940 
series,  have  been  made  public. 

We  have  come  a long  way  since  the  early  days  of  World  War  II  when  this  set 
was  the  last  new  issue  for  six  years.  Its  composition  shows  every  sign  of  “prewar” 
thinking. 

The  artists  who  furnished  the  essays  cannot  now  be  traced  although  it  seems  certain 
that  two  of  the  submissions  were  by  Edmund  Dulac.  A third  may  have  been  by  Eric 
Gill,  but  the  three  others  are  by  craftsmen  not  now  identifiable.  Their  names  are  no 
doubt  in  post  office  records,  but  my  inquiries  on  this  point  went  unanswered! 

As  among  the  first  “stamp  on  stamp”  essays,  and  as  the  sixth  commemorative  set 
which  Great  Britain  produced,  these  essays  are  of  exceptional  interest. 

They  are  largely  variations  on  the  theme  of  “five  reigns” — something  on  which  the 
issued  stamps  also  can  be  faulted.  It  was,  I believe,  John  Easton  who  remarked  that 
the  set  seemed  to  mark  the  centennial  of  the  House  of  Windsor  rather  than  of  the  first 
postage  stamp,  and  the  conception  by  Edmund  Dulac  along  these  lines  seems  to  have 
been  present  throughout  his  work  for  this  set. 

Essays  (A)  and  (B)  are  undoubtedly  his  work;  both  are  double  profiles  of  Queen 
Victoria  and  King  George  VI  within  the  framework  of  the  arcading  taken  from  the 
Penny  Black.  The  chief  difference  is  that  one  essay  (A)  has  the  border  continued  to 
the  top  and  the  Royal  initials  placed  next  to  the  crown;  in  essay  (B)  the  heads  are  over- 
drawm  with  imitations  of  incised  lines  (was  this  stamp  an  essay  for  a recess-engraved 
issue)  and  minute  Maltese  crosses  appear  next  to  the  figure  of  value.  The  Royal  initials 
are  placed  in  the  upper  corners  in  imitation  of  the  old  corner  check-letters. 

An  intriguing  essay,  just  possibly  by  Eric  Gill  to  judge  by  the  style  of  the  letters 
(it  could  also  be  Reynolds  Stone),  is  the  one  with  a pictorial  frieze  along  the  base  and 
a good  deal  of  inscription. 

(C)  The  cut-off  of  the  King’s  head  is  unfortunate;  the  neck  is  truncated,  and  the 
minute  pictorial  detail  would  not  be  satisfactorily  reproduced  on  a stamp.  A tiny  Penny 
Black  balances  the  value  panel;  the  intervening  space  is  filled  with  (rather  ill-drawn) 
“Transport  ancient  and  modern” — and  a mail  coach  and  six  horses,  and  above  it  a Short 
“Empire”  type  flying  boat — the  latest  thing  back  in  1939. 

The  inscription  “Centenary  of  Uniform  Postal  Rates  & of  the  First  Postage  Stamp” 
with  dates  and  “Postage-Revenue”  is  also  a mouthful!  On  the  whole,  not  a good  try! 

Certainly  more  clear  and  better  conceived  are  the  two  other  entries  representing 
facsimile  Penny  Blacks.  One  (D)  has  it  superimposed  on  a map  of  Great  Britain  with 
the  value  rather  clumsily  placed  in  a circle;  the  other  (E)  brings  a joined-stamp  effect 
by  an  almost  full-size  Penny  Black  joined  to  an  imitation  version  with  portrait  of  King 
George  VI.  The  dates  in  a pale  panel  below,  the  floral  emblems  stretched  out  above 
make  a pleasing,  if  somewhat  dull,  border. 
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Finally  we  have  a pencil  drawing  (F)  which  is  clearly  unsuitable  because  it  can  only 
be  interpreted  as  a “Royal  House  Centennial"  essay.  The  parallel  profiles  of  Queen 
Victoria,  King  Edward  VII,  King  George  V,  King  Edward  VIII  and  King  George  VI 
are  strongly  reminiscent  of  other  stamps  in  the  genre,  and  the  four  floral  emblems  in 
boxes  beneath  do  not  inspire  much  confidence. 

The  whole  thing  is  amateurishly  conceived  and  unfortunate;  the  artist  evidently  had 
little  confidence  in  the  medium — unless  he  was  specifically  instructed  to  prepare  a design 
for  engraving  rather  than  photo-mechanical  reproduction. 

After  25  years’  hindsight,  how  do  these  essays  compare?  Britain  has  taken  immense 
steps  in  the  stamp  design  field  since  the  days  when  these  six  essays  were  conceived;  nowa- 
days the  same  proposition  would  be  treated  with  much  more  imagination,  and  by  artists 
who  were  only  children  at  school  when  the  Penny  Black  centenary  occurred.  Far  and 
away  the  most  competent  of  the  lot  are  the  two  Edmund  Dulac  drawings.  The  General 
Post  Office  was  indeed  fortunate  to  find  one  artist  of  undoubted  calibre  . . . just  how 
lucky  is  more  than  apparent  from  the  “also-rans.” 


Child  Designers  for  British  Stamps 

Because  of  the  wild  gyrations  in  British  stamp  design  from  ultra-conservative  to 
modern-symbolic,  it  is  no  surprise  to  learn  that  the  designers  of  the  1966  Christmas  stamps 
were  six-year-olds.  Their  designs  were  chosen  from  nearly  five  thousand  submitted  in  a 
nation-wide  contest. 

Tasveer  Shemza,  designer  of  the  3d  stamp  depicting  one  of  the  Three  Kings,  and 
daughter  of  art  teachers  in  the  Midlands,  has  been  brought  up  in  an  atmosphere  of  art. 
James  Berry,  apparently  no  relation  to  the  famed  New  Zealand  stamp  designer  of  the 
same  name,  contributed  a snowman  for  the  is6d  stamp.  Said  to  be  a “typical  boy,”  he 
is  more  interested  in  Batman  than  in  art.  And  thus  are  stamps  born.

This  issue  as  well  provides  an  interesting  and  elusive  group  of  proofs  and  essays. 
Among  the  more  diffcult  to  acquire  are  the  engraved  die  proofs  in  which  the  space  for  the 
figure  of  value  is  left  blank.  These  may  be  found  on  rectangles  of  paper  ranging  in 
size  up  to  55x75  mm.  but  occasionally  with  margins  trimmed  in  varying  degrees  (Fig.  15).

Similar  engraved  die  proofs  are  found  on  stamp  paper  but  with  figures  of  value 
inserted  in  India  ink.  These  appear  on  rectangles  of  paper  measuring  approximately 
55x75  mm.  (Fig.  16).  Josling  wrote  that  he  had  a complete  set  which  he  believed  to  be 
unique.  However,  another  set  exists  in  the  Luff  Reference  Collection  belonging  to  The 
Philatelic  Foundation,  and  other  isolated  specimens  have  been  found.  They  are,  none 
the  less,  rare.

Proofs  of  the  thick  figure  stamps  in  black  on  thick  white  paper  are  known.  Josling 
reports  a complete  sheet  of  the  12c  in  the  Tapling  Collection.  However,  aside  from 
this  magnificent  piece,  he  reports  seeing  only  two  copies  each  of  the  25c  and  50c,  one  copy 
each  of  the  6c  and  12c  and  none  at  all  of  the  100c.  In  view  of  Mr.  Josling’s  opportunities, 
these  proofs  must  also  be  considered  quite  scarce.

The 


.Essay  That  Became  A 
U.  S.  Stamp 


By  Norton  D.  York 

Strange  as  it  may  seem,  the  validity  of  Scott’s  Specialized  Catalog  listing  of  the 
1861  ten  cent  adhesive,  No.  58,  as  having  been  postally  used  is  substantiated  by  the  Act 
of  February  27,  1861,  section  14,  which  states:  “Modifies  the  Act  of  March  3,  1855  so 
as  to  require  the  10-cent  rate  of  postage  to  be  prepaid  on  letters  conveyed  in  the  mail 
from  any  point  in  the  United  States  east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  to  any  State  or  Terri- 
tory on  the  Pacific,  and  vice  versa.” 


To  provide  the  necessary  stamps  for  this  additional  usage,  two  plates,  numbers  15 
and  26,  having  the  altered  design  with  a heavy  line  under  the  stars  and  also  one  over 
the  top  ornament,  were  put  to  press.  They  ultimately  produced  an  estimated  issue  of  27 
million  stamps.  These  adhesives  appeared  in  shades  of  yellow  green,  deep  yellow  green, 
green,  dark  and  blue  green,  all  of  which  have  the  catalog  number  68,  type  A27.  The 
earliest  appearance  was  on  August  20,  1861. 

Following  the  issuance  of  this  altered  design  of  the  ten  cent  stamp,  a very  unusual 
situation  in  regard  to  this  denomination  arose.  In  order  to  meet  the  demand  for  a suffi- 
cient quantity  of  this  value,  the  original  plate  number  4,  which  lacked  the  heavy  line 
under  the  stars  and  above  the  top  ornament,  was  put  to  press.  These  stamps,  which 
made  their  first  known  appearance  on  September  17,  1861,  created  a situation  of  two 
types  in  which  type  I from  the  original  plate  number  4 followed  type  II  from  the  altered 
plates  15  and  26  by  a matter  of  four  weeks.  This  action  created  a normal  stamp  from 
a former  essay. 

However,  it  has  been  calculated  by  experts  that  only  about  two  per  cent  of  the  1861 
ten  cent  stamps  were  of  this  type  I because  the  necessity  of  this  value  was  lessened  by  the 
passage  of  the  Act  of  March  3rd,  1863,  in  which  section  22  gave  the  following  directive: 
“The  rate  of  postage  on  domestic  letters,  not  exceeding  one-half  ounce  in  weight,  at  3 
cents  to  be  prepaid  by  postage  stamps  affixed.” 

This  was  the  first  law  which  established  a uniform  rate  of  postage  regardless  of 
the  distance  to  which  mail  matter  was  to  be  transported.  Thus  the  burden  was  shifted 
from  the  ten  cent  value  to  the  three  cent  value,  but  not  before  the  so-called  Premier 
Gravure  of  the  1861  issue  was  transformed  from  an  essay  into  a stamp.  It  would  be 
interesting  to  search  the  records  to  see  whether  similar  situations  exist  in  other  issues. 
Certainly  it  is  most  unusual  for  a finished  but  rejected  essay  to  be  reborn  as  a stamp.

Jewish  Stamp  Designer

Each  year  the  Netherlands  Postal  Administration  issues  a series  known  as  Child 
Welfare  stamps,  similar  to  the  Swiss  "Pro  Juventute”.  The  series  “Voor  Het  Kind” 
of  1963  was  conceived  and  designed  by  Mrs.  Alice  Horodisch-Garman  and  put  on  sale 
Nov.  12,  1963. 

1 hese  stamps  illustrate  nursery  rhymes  which  are  sung  either  by  the  parents  or  by 
the  children.  Four  of  the  five  stamps  are  related  to  real  songs.  The  text  on  the  stamps 
also  includes  the  notation  of  the  tunes,  in  which  each  separate  note  corresponds  with 
one  syllable,  unless  otherwise  indicated.  Tracing  the  origin  of  the  songs  has  not  been 
successful  because  children’s  songs  were  not  noted  down  until  1850. 

M rs.  Horodisch-Garman  also  designed  a set  of  five  post  cards  utilizing  the  themes 
of  the  stamps.  These  were  distributed  by  the  Committee  for  Children’s  Welfare  Stamps. 
She  has  also  designed  one  of  the  three  congratulatory  forms  for  telegrams  now  used  by 
the  Netherlands  Postal  Administration.  Previously,  she  had  designed  a stamp  for  New 
Guinea,  which  at  that  time  was  under  Dutch  supervision. 

The  commission  to  design  the  Child  Welfare  stamps  was  the  second  time  the  Nether- 
lands honored  a Jewish  victim  of  Nazi  Germany.  Designer  Otto  Treumann  has  also 
been  honored. 

M rs.  Horodisch-Garman  was  born  in  Berlin,  where  after  studying  the  history  of 
art,  she  discovered  her  inclination  for  drawing  and  engraving.  After  ending  her  studies 
at  the  "Vereinigte  Staatschulen  fur  Freie  und  Angewandte  Kunst,”  she  worked  for  the 
graphic  industries  and  illustrated  periodicals. 

Life  became  unbearable  in  Germany  for  herself  and  her  husband  (the  editor  and 
book  seller,  Dr.  A.  Horodisch).  They  emigrated  to  the  Netherlands  and  then  to  Switzer- 
land in  1942.  They  were  both  interned  until  1945,  at  which  time  they  returned  to  the 
Netherlands. 

Mrs.  Horodisch-Garman  is  a master  in  the  “small  sizes”  and  particularly  in  the 
“ex  libris”  drawn  or  engraved  on  wood.  In  addition  to  her  many  commercial  book  plates 
are  25  executed  for  her  husband.  Dr.  Horodisch  is  not  only  a book  seller  but  also  an 
esteemed  collector  of  works  concerning  the  history  of  books.  He  has  assembled  8,000 
books  relative  to  the  history  of  printing,  illustrating,  binding,  newspapers,  libraries,  pen- 
manship, etc.  And  for  each  type  of  work,  his  wife  has  created  a special  “ex  libris.”  Dr. 
Horodisch  is  also  a stamp  collector  in  the  fields  of  Judaica  and  books,  printing,  libraries, 
etc.  He  has  published  an  interesting  article  “Illustration  of  Books  on  Stamps”  in  the 
Gutenberg-J ahrbuch,  1965.

Twenty  third  Annual  Convention  of 
The  Essays  Proof  Society,  1966 

Minutes  of  the  Convention 

In  the  absence  of  President  Blanchard,  due  to  illness,  Vice-President  Reinis  acting  as  Chairman  called 
the  Annual  Convention  to  order  at  8 p.m.,  Wednesday,  October  12,  1966,  at  the  Collectors  Club,  New 
York,  N.  Y.  At  his  direction  the  Secretary  read  the  Annual  Convention  Call. 

The  Chairman  appointed  a Credentials  Committee  which  reported  that  a quorum  existed,  whereupon 
he  declared  the  Convention  open  for  business. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  read  the  minutes  of  the  1965  Annual  Meeting,  and  upon  a motion 
duly  carried  these  minutes  were  accepted  as  reported  in  The  Essay-Proof  Journal  No.  88,  page  183. 

Chairman  Reinis  appointed  a Nominating  Committee  with  Walter  Mclntire,  Chairman,  to  nominate 
candidates  for  the  expired  term  on  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  reports  of  the  Secretary,  Editor,  Auditor,  Treasurer  and  Catalog  Committee  were  read  and  on 
motion  duly  made  and  carried  were  accepted  with  thanks. 

The  Nominating  Committee  presented  the  following  slate  of  Directors  for  the  term  expiring  1969: 
Ethel  B.  McCoy,  Sol  Altmann,  Joseph  G.  Reinis  and  Kenneth  Minuse.  After  asking  if  there  were  any 
further  nominations  from  the  floor  and  having  heard  none,  the  Chairman  declared  the  nominations  closed. 
On  motion  duly  made  and  carried,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  cast  a single  ballot  for  these  nominees, 
whereupon  they  were  declared  elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  term  expiring  1969. 

The  Annual  Meeting  was  then  opened  for  general  business.  A lively  discussion  concerning  more 
articles  for  The  Essay-Proof  Journal  produced  promises  of  some  very  interesting  ones,  particularly 
some  covering  United  States  philately. 

Nothing  definitely  having  been  decided  during  the  past  year  about  the  matter  of  setting  up  an  award 
to  be  known  as  the  “Clarence  W.  Brazer  Memorial  Award,”  suggested  by  John  J.  Britt,  a new  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  work  up  suggestions  for  this  matter  and  report  to  the  Board  of  Directors.  When 
the  final  plan  for  this  award  has  been  completed,  it  will  be  announced  in  The  Essay-Proof  Journal. 

The  Resolutions  Committee  recommended  that  the  following  resolutions  be  adopted : 

“Resolved,  that  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Collectors  Club  be  thanked  for  the  use  of  their  room 

for  our  Annual  Meeting.” 

“Resolved,  that  Robert  H.  Pratt  be  thanked  for  the  fine  photographs  he  had  made  to  illustrate 

so  many  of  the  essays  in  our  Revised  Catalog  of  the  Essays  and  Proofs  of  British  North  America.” 

“Resolved,  that  Julian  Blanchard  be  thanked  for  the  donation  of  several  hundred  back  issues  of  the 

Essay-Proof  Journal.” 

These  Resolutions  having  been  adopted,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  notify  these  recipients  of  this 
action. 

The  Chairman  adjourned  the  Annual  Meeting  at  9:30  P.M.

Editor’s  Report 

The  past  year  has  been  relatively  uneventful  for  our  Journal.  At  last  a precise  publication  schedule 
that  is  only  occasionally  upset  by  the  vagaries  of  the  U.  S.  mails  has  been  achieved.  We  expect  to  be 
able  to  maintain  that  schedule  in  1967  barring  unforeseen  circumstances. 

However,  this  statement  is  predicated  on  a continuing  flow  of  articles  for  publication.  At  the  time 
of  this  writing,  I have  several  foreign  articles  on  hand,  but  absolutely  no  backlog  of  U.  S.  and  numismatic 
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articles.  Our  BNA  catalog  continues  to  be  a dependable  source  of  copy.  Mr.  R.  G.  Stone  is  sending  in 
more  and  more  fine  studies  on  French  essays  and  proofs.  But  if  it  were  not  for  such  faithful  authors 
as  Mr.  Norton  D.  York,  we  would  have  nothing  on  U.  S.  philately. 

As  I mentioned  at  our  meeting  at  SIPEX,  I intend  to  develop  a “Primer  of  U.  S.  Essays  and  Proofs” 
in  collaboration  with  Mr.  Falk  Finkelburg.  However,  the  press  of  regular  work  has  been  so  great  that 
I have  not  had  an  opportunity  to  get  started  on  this  project.  When  it  does  materialize,  it  will  provide 
considerable  U.  S.  copy.  Until  then,  there  is  nothing.  I hope  that  someone  hearing  or  reading  this 
report  will  be  able  to  fill  the  void. 

This  year  has  seen  the  start  of  Mr.  T.  F.  Morris’  biography  of  his  illustrious  father.  This  serial 

will  give  both  philatelic  and  numismatic  coverage.  Aside  from  it,  I have  nothing  of  numismatic  interest 

in  the  files.  Again,  I must  plead  for  articles  in  this  field. 

As  yet  nothing  has  been  done  about  the  public  relations  projects  I proposed  last  year.  As  a starter, 
may  I suggest  that  someone  or  a committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  the  Essay-Proof  Society  certificates 

of  merit  to  be  awarded  at  regional  and  national  conventions  for  essay-proof  exhibits.  I personally  have 

sent  press  releases  to  all  the  major  publications  following  appearance  of  each  issue  of  the  Journal  and 
have  written  an  article  about  our  Journal  for  Paper  Money,  publication  of  the  Society  of  Paper  Money 
Collectors. 

I am  always  open  to  suggestions  from  our  members.  In  fact,  I must  have  them  in  order  to  maintain 
our  very  high  standards.  We  cannot  rest  on  the  laurels  awarded  us  at  SIPEX.  Neither  should  we  lose 
the  momentum  gained  there.

The  Black  Virgin  of  Luxembourg 

By  George  W.  Caldwell 

On  April  13,  1963,  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Luxembourg  issued  a series  of  stamps  com- 
memorating the  millenium  of  the  founding  of  Luxembourg  City  and  to  publicize 
MELUSINA  International  Philatelic  Exhibition.  This  name  was  used  in  memory  of 
Melusina,  wife  of  Count  Sigifredo,  founder  of  the  City  of  Luxembourg.  In  this  issue 
a 2.50  franc  multi-colored  stamp  (Scott  No.  394)  depicts  a detail  of  the  Black  Virgin 
which  is  enshrined  in  the  St.  Johann  Church  in  Luxembourg  City. 

This  sacred  icon  is  one  of  many  found  in  Catholic  Churches  throughout  the  Christian 
World.  Hundreds  of  thousands  of  that  faith,  down  thru  the  centuries  have  visited  them, 
lighted  a candle,  and  prayed  to  the  Holy  Mother  of  whom  these  sacred  statues  are  a sym- 
bol. In  course  of  time,  soot  from  the  many  candles  has  blackened  these  icons.  Hence,  the 
name  Black  Virgin. 

The  age  of  the  Luxembourg  Black  Virgin  is  not  known.  Some  writers  have  suggested 
that  it  may  date  back  to  the  14th  century  or  even  earlier.  It  is  a wooden  statue  but  who 
carved  it  is  not  known.  An  unusual  characteristic  is  the  fact  that  it  was  painted  black, 
either  originally  or  later.  This  was  discovered  in  1954  during  the  process  of  cleaning  off 
the  soot. 

From  September  14  to  16,  1963,  the  8th  Annual  Exposition  and  Grand  Prix  “Europa” 
was  held  in  Paris  under  the  auspices  of  C.  S.  N.  T.  P.  (Chambre  Syndicates  des  Negotiants 
en  Timbres-Poste) . Each  visitor  was  requested  to  vote  for  the  stamp  which  he  or  she 
considered  the  most  beautiful  among  those  issued  during  the  1962-63  season  by  European 
Countries  which  had  released  Europa  stamps.  Of  the  more  than  4000  votes  cast,  this 
Black  Virgin  stamp  received  more  votes  than  any  other.  The  Luxembourg  Postal  Adminis- 
tration accordingly  was  awarded  the  gold  medal.

Mrs.  Ehrenberg  exhibited  some  items  of  the  $2  State  Department  beginning  with  two  artist’s  pen 
and  ink  drawings  of  the  frame  and  the  vignette.  This  was  followed  by  a die  proof  of  the  frame  of 
the  $2  value  including  tablets  of  the  $5,  $10  and  $20  values.  Also  shown  were  trial  color  die  proofs 
from  the  original  dies  in  four  combinations  of  colors.  To  complete  the  exhibit  a large  hybrid  proof 
of  the  $2  value  signed  by  D.  J.  Smillie,  the  engraver  of  the  frame  and  Charles  Skinner,  the  engraver 
•of  the  vignette,  was  shown. 

Julian  Blanchard  showed  a beautifully  bound  volume  of  bank  note  vignettes  entitled  “Bank  Note 
Engravers  Proofs,  Collected  by  Charles  C.  Moreau,  New  York,  1867.”  The  volume  had  a hand- 
lettered  color  frontpiece  and  contained  between  sixty  and  seventy  die  proofs  of  vignettes  mounted  on 
album  sheets,  all  in  immaculate  condition. 

Thomas  F.  Morris  exhibited  many  bank  notes  and  proofs  of  bank  notes,  most  of  which  had  not 
been  seen  before  by  those  present. 

Meeting  of  October  12,  1966.  Annual  Meeting,  reported  elsewhere  in  The  Essay-Proof  Journal. 

Meeting  of  November  9,  1966.  Present  were:  Mrs.  Ehrenberg,  Messrs.  Altmann,  Brooks,  Feldman, 
Jackson,  Litt,  Minuse,  Morris  and  Myer. 

Thomas  F.  Morris  exhibited  a group  of  proofs  from  his  Omaha  Trans-Mississsippi  collection.  A few 
essays  were  shown  as  well  as  bi-color  and  regular  colors  of  this  issue.  A few  of  the  large  die  proofs 
were  signed  by  the  engravers  of  the  stamps. 

Nathaniel  Litt  showed  original  color  proofs  of  the  Pegasus  issue  of  1929-30  of  Uruguay,  also  a 

hybrid  proof  of  the  U.  S.  Black  Jack  with  corresponding  currency  and  Black  Jacks  on  cover. 

John  N.  Myer  exhibited  stamps  issued  in  Panama  before  the  establishment  of  the  Republic,  including 

the  following  proofs  and  essays: 

Issue  of  the  State  of  Panama  of  the  United  States  of  Colombia,  1878,  lithographed  by  Demetrio 
Paredes,  Bogota: 

Die  proofs  of  the  four  values  taken  at  the  time  reprints  were  derived  therefrom,  about  1890.  These 
die  proofs  led  to  the  discovery  that  because  the  die  of  the  10c  value  was  cracked,  the  alleged  reprints 
of  this  value  were  made  from  the  die  of  the  20c,  the  numerals  being  changed  and  the  word  “veinte” 

substituted  for  “diez.” 

Proofs  of  the  four  values  of  the  reprints  containing  three  subjects  from  an  intermediate  stone  from 
which  transfers  were  made  to  the  final  stone. 

Issue  of  the  Republic  of  Colombia  for  the  Department  of  Panama,  1887,  lithographed  by  Demetrio 
Paredes,  Bogota: 

Essays  of  a 5c  stamp  in  the  form  of  an  oval  containing  a map  of  Panama,  printed  in  black  on 
four  colors  of  glazed  paper. 

Proofs  of  five  values  of  the  issued  design  in  the  form  of  a square  containing  a map  of  Panama, 
printed  in  black  on  four  colors  of  glazed  paper. 

Plate  proofs  of  seven  values  in  the  issued  colors  in  blocks  of  four. 

Complete  set  in  large  die  proofs. 

Complete  set  in  plate  proofs  on  India  paper  mounted  on  card.

.Ralph  R,  Weaver 


Ralph  R.  Weaver,  Director  and  Second  Vice-President  of  The  Essay-Proof  Society, 
died  at  his  home  in  Great  Neck,  New  York  on  August  2,  1966.  Our  members  have  lost 
a valued  associate  and  friend  whose  interest  in  our  Society  was  stimulating.  We  honor 
his  memory. 

Ralph  Weaver’s  stature  can  be  measured  by  his  many  accomplishments  during  his  span 
of  life.  He  was  an  ardent  student  of  American  history,  particularly  dealing  with  the 
Jeffersonian  era  (1789-1801).  He  expended  his  energies  covering  a span  of  11  years  in 
writing  about  Jefferson’s  virtues  and  the  influence  he  exerted  upon  America’s  political  life, 
an  encyclopedic  work.  This  stimulated  his  interest  in  philately  and  he  started  collecting 
material  dealing  with  this  illustrious  figure.  He  endeavored  to  collect  every  type  of  phila- 
telic item  connected  with  Jefferson.  As  a result,  he  built  a collection  worthy  of  his  work. 

Ralph  Weaver  was  born  on  his  maternal  grandfather’s  farm  in  the  small  village  of 
Altay,  New  York,  on  June  6,  1899.  He  was  reared  on  a farm  in  Saxton,  Pennsylvania. 
In  1909,  the  family  moved  to  Whitestone,  New  York,  where  he  grew  up.  He  attended 
Worcester  Academy  where  he  prepared  for  Harvard.  After  serving  as  a cadet  for  pilot 
in  the  Canadian  Royal  Air  Force,  he  returned  to  Harvard  in  January  1919,  to  finish  cum 
laude  in  economics  with  the  class  of  1921. 


H e was  a Mason,  Master  of  Whitestone  Lodge  during  the  depression  years  where 
he  held  the  Lodge  together  in  those  financially  trying  times.  He  was  also  a member  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  New  York  City  Harvard  Club  and  a Director  of  the 
Whitestone  Savings  and  Loan  Association. 

In  his  business  life  Mr.  Weaver  was  prominently  identified  with  the  field  of  adver- 
tising and  rose  to  the  heights  of  this  profession.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a market- 
ing consultant  with  a prominent  industrial  firm  in  New  York  City. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  Olive  M.  (nee  Ramsay)  ; two  daughters,  Thelma  Mold 
and  Ann  Rogers  Kimball;  a son,  William  R.;  a brother,  Donald  V.;  and  nine  grandchildren.

The  Engraved  Postage  Stamp  of  Austria

reproductions  of  famous  prints,  from  Durer  to  Hogarth.  The  lineage  of  Austrian  engraved 
stamps  is  traced  in  genealogical  style  from  Jakob  Matthaus  Schmutzer  to  such  contem- 
poraries as  Rudolph  Toth,  Toni  Schimek  and  Hans  Ranzoni. 

A comprehensive  listing  on  14  pages  at  the  back  of  the  study  presents  statistical  data 
from  the  first  intaglio  issue  of  1890  to  the  present.  It  gives  names  of  the  designers  and 
engravers,  the  type  of  the  original  plate  material  and  the  type  of  the  printing  plate. 

The  text  is  in  German,  unfortunately.  However,  anyone  interested  in  the  subject 
of  philatelic  artwork  will  find  it  useful  and  beautiful.
